Should ‘mothers’ with children 
work? The general employment of 
mothers with young children should 
be one of the last steps taken under

If milk 
is available for supplying drink, the 
amount of supplement included ‘in the 
dry mash may be reduced, Fresh 
green feed and liver are also sources 
of vitamin “G”, 

The vitamins contained in cod liver 

oil or other fish or fish liver oils are 
also needed in the ration for breed- 
ing birds, Two to two and one-half 
pints of such oil should be mixed with 
each hundred pounds of .dry. mash, 
With oils of higher potency the a- 
mount used may be correspondingly 
reduced, Well cured alfalfa or clover 
leaves, sprouted oats, or surplus veg 
etables are excellent as green feeds 
for breeding stock and may be fed 
daily. 
. The density and texture of the shell 
have been found to influence the 
hatchability of eggs, Shells of normal 
thickness and’ density permit of, im- 
proved hatching to shells that are 
thin or of poor texture. Strong shells 
also insure against losses through 
cracks and breakages. A _ constant 
supply of calcium should be kept be- 
fore the mirds in the form of oyster 
shell, and in addition it is sometimes 
necessary to include two or three 
pounds of pulverized oystet shell, 
bone meal, or ground limestoné in 
each hundred ‘pounds of dry mash. 
The use of fish oil, also aids in the 
formation of superior egg shells. A 
very small amount of manganese sul- 
phate added to the dry mash has 
been found to improve the quality of 
shell and hence to improve hatchab- 
flity, Only four ounces need be added 
to a ton of feed to supply this needy 
The best means of insuring a uniform 
distribution of the manganese _ sul- 
phate is to mix it thoroughly with 
the protein supplement before such 
is added to the Sreadrbdbe mash mixture.

| January and .February are usually 
the coldest months of winter, but the 
turn of the year reminds us_ that

* the relationship between sibuifedin 
nutrition for the worker and all-out 
production is very close,” declared 
Prof. B, W, McHenry, School of Hy- 
giene, University of Toronto, recently 
“Production can be definitely increas 
ed by giving the industrial employeé 
food containing the proper nutritive 


qualities, A man who comes to work 


with ‘a schnty breakfast will become 
fatigued more rapidly than the man 
who has had a good meal with which 
to begin the day,” 

‘He pointed out that there are work 
ers in wartime industry who are liv- 
ing on diets which, though sufficient 
to preyent the inroads of disease, are 
not eho enough to guarantee the 
degree of energy required for an all- 
out effort, Industrial plant cafeterias 
can, he said, render a great service 


both in contributing to worker wel- 


fare and in the interests of greater 
production of the weapons of war, by 
close supervision of meals served to 
the employees, The assignmenf. of a 
trained dietician to the post of cafe- 
teria supervisor is desireable, he 
stated. 

The food served in plant cafeterias 
should, said Prof. McHenry, be not 
only rich in the essential vitamins, 
but should be attractively served, and 
cooked in such a way that the nutrit 
ive content is not reduced to a mini- 
mum. 

Because most. industrial workers 
eat two of their daily meals at home,

‘As we went through this place, the 
sirens gave air raid warning, but we 
saw nothing of the raiders, : 

Arriving at our destination, we 
‘were shown the training of men. who 
were qualifying as commandos. Three 
teams from different brigades went 
through the coiirse that morning, a 
course which is. part ‘of the hardening 
training. 

Strentious Training Demonstrated 
<iffhe course was. very wet and 
heavy, having a small creek running 
through it, with swampy ground, and 
it demanded strength, stamina, and 
determination. The three teams went 
over high barricades with pack and 
gun, helping each other as necessary, 
crossed over the creek on swinging 
ropes, ploughed through swampy 
ground, crawled through tunnels in| 
‘the ground, crossed heavy barbed , 
wire entanglements, and through sev | 
eral other equally difficult barriers. 

As they made their way through 
these entanglements and barricades, 
other officers and men hurled ex- | 

plosives down among them, While | 
these explosives probably were not 
of sufficient power to maim the men, 
they were heavy enovgh to throw up 
clouds. of water and mud over: them, 
and went off with very loud reports.

After seeing this course, there was 
a demonstration of 3” mortars, throw 
ing both high explosive and smoke

, away. Standing beside these mortars 
it was possible to watch the course 
of these shells in their arc high in 
the sky until they exploded on the 
distant bank. 

There was an interesting episode 
during this demonstration which was 
not on the programme.
